. Viscount Peel, introducing the subject onOctober 24, emphasised 
has a avlution of the problem was egsential to the preservation of the 
nity of Empire. ‘Opinion ia Indian was completely unanimous with 
eyard to thé matter, because Indians regarded the disability under 

hich their countrymen laboured elsewhere in the world as a brand 
pf social inferiority. Lord Peel fecalled that India contributed 
400/000 men snd over two hundred millions sterling to the war. 
nidia was sitting there on equal terms with the Dominions, and was 
eceptad by the League of Nations as one of the eisht greatest 
ndustrial Statos of the world. It was the intention and ambition of 
adfans to share the glories of the British Empire. If the opinion 
pf India be disregarded, how could India be expected to co-operate 
prholeheartedly in the great work of consolidating the Empire. The 
ope of the problem, apart from South Africa was not very great. 
There were only two thousand Indians in Australia and about 600 
in New Zealand. and 1,200 in British Columbia. Lord Peol reaffirmed 
phat he stated at the Conference in 1921 with regard to India’s 
omplete acceptance of the Dominions’ right to determine the com- 
position of their own communitr, and urged the Dominions to con- 
ider the matter generously. with justice and expediency 
ombined in an appeal which must surely be ircesistible. Th3 
me had come wheo those disabilities should be -pecifical ¢ 
emcved. “ -

Mr. Sapra said he was fighting the cause of his country as 
bubject of the “King.

Gen. Smuts expressed the opinion that the atmosphore for a 
solution of the question had grown wors2 during the last two years, 
and had become worse in South Africa, partly owing to the sisit of 
Mr. Sastri, while South African sympathy for Kenya had a very 
serious repercussion there on the whole Indian question. He opined 
that the Kenya settlement was a wise compromise, but the attitude 
of the Indian Government on the matter had greatly perturbed bim. 
The whole incident hac had a very bad effect in South Africa. 


South Africa's Difficulties. 


Gen. Sinuts emphasised that the difficulties from the African 
viewpoint were very great. It was not a question of colour, not of the 
inferiority uf Indians, but the case of a small community finding 
itself in danger of being overwhelemed by a much older and more 
powerful civilisation, and the economic competition ofa people with 
entirely different standards and viewpoints. There were in South 


Africa over six million natives, and one and @ half million whites.|. 


The 160,000 Indians were mostly in Natal. Equal manhood suffraze 
would mean that the whites in Natal would be swamped by Indians, 
and the whites all over Soutn Africa would be swamped by the 
blacks. end the whole position for which thes had striven for two 
centuries would be surrendered. It was a question of the existence 
of white-South Africa, No Government could tamper wit) the posi- 
tion or do anything to meet the Indian viewpoint. | 

Mr. Fitzszerald said tha: Ireland sympathisad with the Indians, 
tut was not entitled to dictate tathe other Dominions with regard 
to what they did in their own areas. : 

Mr. Sapru, replying, said he hoped if India decided to send a 
committee to Australia to submit the Indians’ case, Mr. Bruce 
would not refuse to accept that committee. :

Replying to Gen. Smuts, Mr. Sapru declared that there could 
nut be two kinds of citizenship, a higher and a lower, in the Empire. 
“When I goto your country. and satisfy the requirements Ak the 
franchise law, you have norighttotell me, becsuselam an dudien 
subject of His Majesty, that I'am not entitled to‘exerci¥p ‘ory 
parliamentary rights,” . 7 ~ 

Viscount Peel’ emphasised that the statements of the Duke of 
Devonshire and the Dominion Premiers showed there was no general 
ban against Indians in the Empire. They weré not placed in an in- 
ferior status all over the Empire. Such disabilities as they suffered 
were not based on colour or racial grounds. He opined’ that the 
position of Indians within the Empire-had made a very notsble 
advance in the Conference, and he suggested that Mr. Sapru should 
not press his resolution because some mambers might be indisposed 
to vote for it because they thought the method proposed was un- 
necessary and undesirxble; and such a- vote might create a totally 
false impression in India.’’ © ° coe .

OBJECTION TO LICENCE, 


ALLEGED. REFUSAL TO SERVE 
DRINK. . 


The feature of to-day’s annual 


jimeeting of the Licensing Board, 


which took place in the Council 
Chamber, was that an objection 
was raised tu the renewal of the 
licence of the Hongkong Hotel an 
the ground that the management 
had refused to serve Mr. J. 
Smythe, the- proprietor of The 
Sunday Odserver, with drinks on 
September 30th. Mr. Smythe 
appeared in person to make the 
objection and to state his case.’ 

The chair was occupied by the] 
Hon. Colonial Secretary (Mr. 
A. G. M. Pletchor, C. M. G..)} and 
there were also present the Hon. 
Mr. A. R. Lowe. Mr. CG. G. 
Alabaster, K. GC. Mn ©. Dz 
Melbourne, Mr. G. M. Young and 
Mr. A.S.D. Cousland, together 
with the Secretary, Major C. 
Willson. 

When the proceedings opened, 
the Chairman stated that the 
only objections received were in 
respect of the Hongkong Hotel 
and the Suehiro Hotel, of 45 
Haiphong Road, Kowloon. 

The whole of the Heensees of 
the Colony were then called into 
the room and to'd, with the 
exception of the two named above, 
that their licences hud been 
renewed. , 

Addressing Mr. Smethe, the 
Chairman said: -" [ understand. 
Mr. Smythe, that you have an 
objection to raise tothe renewal 
ofthe licence of the Hongkong 
Hotel?” > ‘ 

Mr.Smrthe:-Yes. My objec- 
tion tn the renewal of the licence 
is Based on the fact that on 
September 30th. at 9 p.m, I 
went into the Hongkong 
Horel with same other people. I 
was perfectly sober-at the time 
and Lasked to be served with a 
‘drink. This drink was refused me. 
T asked why I was refused; on 
what grounds [ could not be 
served, and the grounds given by 
Mr. White. the Manager of the 
Hotel, was that he was acting 
under the Management's instruc. 
tions. And immediately after- 
wards it became evident that this 
was so because of somethingwhieh 
had appeared in my newspaper, 
Mr. White coming out of his office 
afd excitedly holding up a copy 
of my paper. This is nothing 
more nur less than spite on the 
‘part of the Hotel Company., I 
was pertectly sober and in every 
way urderiy, but the Hongkong 
Hotel refused to serve me. 

The Chairman :—That 
hardly <ufficient grounds for 
refusing the renewal of the 
licence. You have ycur remedy 
under the licensing laws and that 
is bringing an action, although [ 
cannot say how far you hate 
sufficient grounds. for such an 
action. . 

Mr. Smythe: —Well. Sir, I am’ 
aware of the Innkeepers’ Act 
which says that an inn must 
serve food, refreshment and lodg- 
ings at any time of the das or 
night. 


REMEDY IN COURTs. 

The Chairman: -You have 
your remedy inthe Courts as te 
whethor the Hotel was within 
its rights in refusing to serve you. 
Befure you can come here to op- 
pose the issue of the licence you 
roust have some verdict fromthe 
Court showing that you had no 
right to be refused. 

Mr. Smythe:--I have taken 
legal advice and I am told that 
this is the firstcourt I can appeal 
to: that [ must oppose the 
renewal of the licence and state 
my objections before the Licens- 
ing Board. 

The Chairman: Is this your, 
sole ground for nbjection ? 

Mr. Smythe:- Yes. 

The Chairman: -Have you put 
the matter before the Hotel and 
asked for an explanation? No, 
Sir, I did not think it necessary,

T} think vour proper remedy is to 
take the matter before o 
magistrate and have the matter 
fought out there. I understand 
your position, and the Board will 
give it full consideration. : 

Mr. Smythe:--l am only going 
on yout advertisements as 
pubhshed in the newspapers. 
You ask fnr the attendance of 
any who have objections. 

The Chairman: --You are per- 
feetly right in coming forward. 
t suggest that in these particular 
circumstances it would be better 
to try the Courts for your first 
temedy to see whether in this 
Colony an inn or an innkeeper 
has the right torefuse to supply 
you with fiquoer. . oo 

This closed the public discus- 
sion of the matter, and the Board 
proceeded to consider its decision 
in private. Tt later announced 
that it had decided tu grant the 
renewal of the licence. 


Japanese Hotel Objected To. 

In the case of the Snehiro 
Hotel, 45, Haiphong Road, Kow- 
loon, the Chairman stated that a 
complaint had been received from 
three neighbouring residents to 
the effect that the hotel was noisy, 
undesirable and disturbing the 
amenities, of the neighbonrhood. 

Mr. Campbell Prosser appeared. 
for the licensee. 

The Chsirman'quoted from the’ 
letterof complaint and added that 
the police were not prepared to 
recommend the renewal of the 
licence because of’ frequent 
complaints from neighbours. 
The C. S. PB im his. report, 
added :-- “J am not satisfied that 
it is conducted im a quiet and 
orderly manner.” 

Mr. Prosser described the case 
as “an amazing” one. The letter 
of complaint was written on 
} August 3st. and it was rather 
curious that the police had made 
no investigations of their own. 
The proprietor had not had 
notice of such complaints. 
He was ready to deny the 
allegations and also ready 
to say that he had had neo specific 
complaint made against him. He 
had been there seven years, had 
had no convictions and no direct 
complaints from the police. The 
C.S.P.'5 report was very vague; 
it did not even definitely say 
that the house was conducted in 
a disorderly manner. 

Mr. P. P. J. Wodehouse, Deputy 
Superintendent of Police, having 
glanced through the file of papers, 
said that the report seemed to ke 
the cumulative effect of previous 
complaints. There seemed to be | 
an unnecessary number of young 
Japanese ladies visiting the pre- 
mises and, although the. police 
had nothing more than suspicion, 
they thought the Isdies were 
prostitutes. 

The Chairman:—There, is no 
evidence ofthat. 

Mr. Wodehouse:—It is very. 
difficult to get direct evidence. 

The Board considered its deci- 
sion in private, the Chairman 
later announcing that the Board 
had decided to grant a provision- 
al licence for six months. He 
heped the propristor would rea- 
lise thatthe complaints had 
been made and that he would do 
his best to preserve the amenities. 
of the neighbourhood. 

Mr. Prouser:-He. has been 
doing that ever since complaints 
were made. It is rather surpris- 
ing that this letter was not inves- 
tigated in any way. It may have 
been written on the inspiration

THE REPARATIONS CONFERENCE. 
Washington, Nov. 1.
